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THE BIRTH OF A BONANZA. 



Professor Gunning's Second Lecturo on 
the Comstock Lode. 



Profeaaor "VV. D. Gunning delivered 
locturo la9t evening in Dashuway Hall, on 
"Gold and Silvor makiug, from Studios 
on the Comstock," A large audienco was 
in attondaueo, and evidently was much 
interested in tho subjoot. The lecturer 
traced silver and gold from nobulous 
mattor tc the sou, and from tbonoo to sedi- 
ment and strata nnd veins. Ho doscribod 
Yein-mnkiug with foroo, and prooooded 
"We havo soen euougti of nature now to 
projoot our minds into that unquiet ago, 
and make oursolvo* prosont at ttio miraclo 
of oroation in the Comstock. Tho fissuro 
lias opened, and immense blocks from tho 
hanging wall of propylito aro fallin 
and wedging themselves iu tho rent, lu 
after times they will bo culled "horses 
Near by is an arm of a soa, and it3 wator 
is percoluting the rocks and siping down 
to tho zono of boat. Tho drops siping 
through tho rocks into tho chasm form 
hora an immense cauldron. 

"And it bubbles and bolls, and it hlsBea nnd roam 
Ai when Are Is with water com mixed nnd commingled 

And the foam of ita > rath to tho welkin upsoars, 
And flood upon Hood rushes on, never ending. 

And it never doss rent, nor from torment lu frou 
Like a uea that in laboring tho birth of a tea." 

It is laboring tho birth of a bonanza. 
Hoatod wator, undor prossiiro, is a uaiver 
sal solvent. "Tho groat globo itself and 
all that it inherits," if droppod into an 
infinite boiling soa would dissolve like tho 
baseloss fabrio form of a droam. The 
heated waters and chlorino and fluorino 
are eating tilica from tho rocks through 
whioh thoy pass and bring it to tho liBauro. 
Tho uprnshing current of steam and vapor 
rolievod of pressure and a portion of hoat, 
precipitate their freight in tho form of 
jolly. Tho filling of a fissuro bogins atop, 
and tho quartz is thrown down first as a 
jolly. Now tho ascending currents of Btoam 
and vapor will tond to mount straight up, 
and when the fissure is partly closed atop 
they will mount up vertically through 
channels of thoir own making. This 
■what thoory, basod on a law of mechanics, 
says must occur whorovor tho fissure 
no't vortioal. The Comstock is responsive 
to theory. At a distanco of two miles 
from tho fissure's mouth wo find tho por- 
phyry dooomposed by ascending currents 
of stoam. Near tho surface tho ascending 
■vapors cuta gash nnd filled it with quartz, 
and impregnated tho quartz with silvor 
and gold. If wo supposo an open fissuro 

• near an activo volcano and an arm of the 
sea, a fissuro dipping eastward, and bound- 
ed doep down by marine strata imprognat 
ed with silver and gold, tho Comstoek 
Lode would follow as tho harvest follows 

"the sowing. It has nothing peculiar or 
exceptional. Tho bonanzas occur whoro 
thoory would place them. Tho "nips" in 
the vein occur whoro, standing on tho 
crest of Mount Davidson and looking down 
along tho ridgo of his eastern slope, you 
. would say that tho foot wall would ad- 
vance toward tho hanging wall, Tho oro 
chambers occur whoro, looking down 
along tho sags of tho eastern slopo, you 
would Bay that tho foofc-wall must roeodo 

• from the oast wall, nnd form a wide 
ohambor. Tho mochauios of a solfotara, 
through liko rocks, act overywhoro aliko. 
Tho old Roman workings at I'elsobanza 
show that the oro channel was found just 
as at tho Comstock, and tho bonanzas, in 
ehapa and position, wore just as at tho 
Comstock, in tho Felsobanza tho ore grow, 
poor and finally, at no great dt pth, 
gave out. What will be tho fate of tho 
Comstock? Tho speakor showed that 
vapors and hot waters drop their metallic 
freight only whon thoy havo cooled to a 
certain degree, and whon pressure is re- 
moved. Deep down, water and chlorino 
and fluorine are hot and undor pressure. 

. There is a depth at which thoy cannot 
procipitate their froight of gold and silvor. 
Thoory says that the motallio voins, tho 
bps nearer tho surface should bo rich and 
concentrated in cliimnoys;at doopor levels, 
poor aud diffused. Tho loading silvor 
vains of tho world woro sketched, and 
with few exceptions found to corroborate 
tho thoory. Tho speaker said ho had 
found it diffioult to get the exact truth 
about the veins in Moxico.ashe had found 
that men where largo interests wore at 
Btako, oxcopt on tho Pacific Coast of North 
America, would lie. Is the ComBtook ex- 
ceptional? Ho did not know of a silver 
lodo bo plastio as tho Comstock, or of auy 
lodo wlr'oh carries suoh ovidonce of dis- 
placement. The clay solvagos and "slick- 
onsidos" are evidonce of a downsliding of 
tho vein matter. Clay seams in tho body 
of the voiu are ovidonco of tho slipping of 
one part of tho vein on another. Ore 
bodies may havo slipped down with lovbls 
Whoro' it would have boon impossible for 
nature to havo made them. Tho speaker 
had trnoed tho metals of nebulous world- 
atuff into oocans, out of oceans into sodi- 
ment-o, and out of strata into voins. 
In all theso wanderings, ho said, gold and 
silvor havo kopt closo companionship. 
Together thoy float through tho Boa. To- 
gothor tlioy wander on tho curront of 
heated subterranean rills. Together thoy 
lie, silver in tho ombraco of gold, in 
crystals of pyrite. It is as if silvor had 
echoed tho words of Ruth to Naomi and 
said to gold, "Entreat mo not to leave theo 
or to return from following after theo; for 
whither thou goest I will go, and whoro 



thou Jodgestlwill lodgo.thy poople shall 
bo my people, whero thou diest I will dio 
and' there will I be buried."

PROGRESS. 



Tho progress mnilo by tho Provinco 
during tho past two yours must bo most 
gratifying to ovory truo British Columbi- 
au. Tiro country to-day is in a condition 
of prosvpority to which it 1ms long bcou a 
stranger. That, alone, is most satisfac- 
tory; but when it is contemplated that at 
no romoto duto our existing prosperity 
will bo matorially increased, tho future 
aLsumos oven fairer proportions than tho 
present. Wo well remember that somo 
throcyears sinco tho pcoplo wore in a most 
dospondont Btato of mind; thay wore in a 
quandary; tboy could not clearly see how 
to oxtricato thomsolves from difficulties 
iniposod upon them by misgovernment; 
tboy had doubts as ta tho future of tho 
Province and uot u, few believed that 
many of tho best years of thoir lives had I 
been wasted iu u futile attempt to gain I 
dosirablo onds. But relief came to them 
justiutho nick of timo. Tho corrupt 
govornmont that had depressed every in 
dustry of the Province was defeated and 
from that morn 011 ' tho country took anew 
loaso of life and tho fears and doubts of 
the people wcro romoved and sot at rost. 
Tho most casual observer enn testify to 
tho vast change tho Province has under- 
gone sinco tho defeat of the Walkcm Gov- 
ornmont. During their administration 
real ostato touched bottom; now it is 
steadily rising from month to month; 
during their dark roign the stock raisers 
of tho Mainland wero unable to obtain a 
market for thoir cattle; now searcoly a 
steamor arrives from the valley of the 
Frasor without bringing down bands of 
fine beeves for city consumption, and 
cattle that threo years ago with diflieulty 
brought a merely nomiual figure per bond, 
or could not bo sold at all, are now dis- 
posed of at remuuerativo ratoj to tho 
pooplo of Cariboo and the upper country. 
In Mr. Walfcem'u days that far famed gold 
district— Cariboo— gradually, but surely, 
depreciated, until fears wore generally en- 
tortainod as to its future. No assistance 
was given tho hardy minors who had pass- 
ed through the dangers aud vicissitudes 
of pionoer days; no offort was made to ro- 
vivo tho district to her pristino glory. 
Cariboo was permitted by a policy of 
sluggish indifference, combined with sel- 
fish rocklessness, to sink into a condition 
from which tho most sanguine feared sho 
could nover emerge. But rolief came to 
her aid. In duo course her oppressors, 
wo havo said, wcro vanquished and iu 
thoir stead enmo honest and able men. 
Sho was assisted aud encouraged, until 
to-day, in marked contrast with her state 
two years siuco, sho can proudly boast 
that no cthor district on tho Pacific coast, 
if, indeed, on tho face of tho globe, has 
such a glorious prospect in viow or can 
hope to realize such golden expectations. 
Leaving Cariboo and travelling down that 
splondid. artery— tho main trunk wagon 
road — which is now in bettor condition 
than evor— wo find a much moro encoring 
stato of affairs than wo could havo reason- 
ably expected. In tho brief period 
of- two years u coinploto transfor- 
mation seems to havo eonio over 
tho intorior districts, [and instead of bo- 
holding disconsolate stock owners uuablo 
to find purchasers at any price, wo seo 
men full of confidence, driving their cat- 
tle .to tbe various markets, obtaining reas- 
onable prices for them and returning to 
their homes satisfied with their day's 
work. Tho farmers too till their land 
with pleasure; they know a ready market 
awaits tho bounteous (yield of their 
cereals, and no longer do they regard their 
seeds sown as so much money buried 
never to bo recovered. Further down on 
tho broad Fraser, various industries are 
flourishing and in a stato of incessant 
activity. Principal among thorn aro tho 
salmon cannoriosj] and establishments for 
tho preservation of other delicato fish with 
which tho Frasor teems. Tho lumbering 
interest^ in Now Westminster district is 
in a prosperous condition— so prosperous 
indsod that tho United States Government 
havo deemed it expedient to imposo a 
protective tariff which will especially 
benefit our neighbor, Washington Terri- 
toiy. Tho agricultural interest in Now 
Wostminster district tho garden of tho 
Province — is also thriving; and tho popu- 
lation of that locality has almost doubled 
within tho past two years. Confiding in 
tho polioy of the present Government 
numbers of families havo carved out for 
thomsolves substantial homes with tho 
intention of making this "great and 
glorious provinco" tho abiding place of 
thoir remaining years. At Chilliwhack 
and Sumass tho dyking Echemo, devised 
'and inaugurated by tho proscnt Govern- 
ment, will- reclaim many broad acres of 
fertile laud and thus provide the means 
for producing grain both for homo con- 
sumption and export— affording also avail- 
able! tracts of lands for a desirable class of 
settlors. On tho Island tho impress of 
progress is also plainly visible. At Cow- 
ichan an entonsivo saw mill is in the 
course of erection, and at Nanaimo fresh 
coalmineshuvo vory recently been openod. 
During the first threo mouths of tho pres- 
ent year "Vancouver Island oxported moro 
coal to tho Sau Francisco market than was 
received at that city from any othor sonrco. 
This surely is a sign of progress ! Nana- 
imo coal at San Francisco was ovor 11,000 
tons ahead of Mount Diablo coal within 
the briof space of threo months ! At 
Comox tho agricultural interest is assum- 
ing an important phase, and combined 
with tho stimulus given by other industries 
it will shortly render tho district second t o 
none in importance on the Island. Fur- 
thor north, Cassiar "pans out" herlgoldou 
yield and affords employment for somo 
2 000 miners year after year, many of 
whom aro loud iu their praiso for tho 
interest evinced in their welfaro by tho 
presont Government and are just as strong 
in thoir denunciation of the political party 
who havo time and again deprived them 
" oE a voico in tho Legislature and of othor 
rights. In tho city of Victoria it requires 
but a vory cursory glanoo to discover on 
. vory sido evidouco of Progress. In many 
localities whore two years since dilapidat- 
ed buildings wero falling into decay, 
stately brick structures now meet the eye. 
In overy ward comely private residences 
bavo been erected, and at tho presont mo- 
ment the number of business premises 
cither in tho couvso of construction or iu 
contemplation is greater than has been 
known on aDy former occasion. Wo could 
continue to recount many other most un- 
mistakable evidences of tho progress that 
has recently attnoded tho Province, but 
wo think tho fowinstances wo havo briefly 
ollue 1 -'" 1 . to aro sufllciout to point to tho fact 
that u aright futuro is in Btoro for British 



Columbia. Tho pooplo bore havo much 
to bo grateful for siuco tho dofeat of tho 
oppressive Govornuient with Mr.|Walkcni 
as its loader, and they will continue to 
onjoy tho fruits of a wiso polioy if by thoir 
united efforts tboy sustain tho Govern- 
ment that has assisted them iu tho hour 
of need aud has successfully endeavored 
to protect their overy interest. Let Pro- 
gross bo tho watchword of all classes and 
do not suffer tho nuclous of tho country's 
welfare to bo crushed by tho intrigues of 
au unscrupulous political faction.

Connaeting Parson's Bridp.0, Esquirualt 
District, with tho trunk road at Richard- 
son's farm, on tho Oowiclian Hats, with 
gradients not oxceoding ono foot in ten, 
and furnish tho Chief Coinruissionor 
Lands aud Works to his satisfaction, with 
a sketch of tho route and tho necessary 
information for tbe preparation of specifi- 
cations for the work required. 

The information required is as follows, 
viz:— 

1st. Tho total distanco botweou tho 
points above montionod. 

'2nd. The lougths of tho portions of tho 
road that aro soft or swampy, aud require 
macadamizing; 

3rd. Tho nnmbor, longtli and height of 
bridges. 

-1th. Character of tho ground passed 
over and class of timber passed through; 

Dtk. Quantity of cribbing and walling 
required on sido hill --cuttings; 

Gth. A schedulo showing tho number of 
the stakes and tho class of work roquired 
between them, bridgiug, macadomizing, 
oribbing or walling as tho case may bo; 

7th. Tho distanco and positions of wit- 
ness trees from stakes. Providod that tho 
proposed lino shall not ho oithor one of 
tho soveral lines which havo already boon 
oxplored and marked by Government 
employees.

(Wo roproduco tho abovo proclamation 
to refro=h tho mindB of our Cowiohau 
friends. Wo drew their attention to tho 
munifieonco of tho "reward" in 1875. 
Ono hundred dollars ! To bo paid for 
what? For measuring, distinctly staking 
out and blazing tho best lino for an oigh- 
teon foot wugou-road from Victoria to 
Cowiehan. And in addition tho party 
was to furnish comprchonsivo specifica- 
tions of the work nocessary to be porform- 
od. Ono hundred dollurs ! As Sqnoers 
would exclaim, "lioro's richness !", Why, 
it was mocking at tho oalaniity of sovoral 
hundred Cowiehan pcoplo who had pe- 
titioned for a wagon road and tho "ro- 
ward" Avas the rosponso. Not oven u Chi- 
naman competed for tho "reward." Somo 
two years before issuing tho abovo tho 
Walkom Govornmont did call for tondors, 
and tho Houso votod .$2G,000 for a wagon- 
road to Cowiehan; but they took precious 
good care not to award a contract. Wheu 
tho Elliott Government camo in tboy 
withdrew tho princely offer of "one hun- 
dred dollars reward," and scut Mr. A. R. 
llowso, C. E., to explore for a routo. 
That gentleman found a splendid line. 
Last year tho Govornmont gavo out a 
contract aud one-half of tho road is 
already constructed nod tho othor half 
will bo conttructod boforo tho 1st of 
October. Noxt yojr a farmer will 
bo ablo to fill his wagon with 
tho produco of his farm and drive right 
through to Victoria, returning homo the 
following day. Or ho will drive through 
a band of cattle or sheep in a siuglo day. 
In August 1875, Mr. Walkeiu visitod Cow- 
iehan. Ho made a speech whilst thoro 
and pronounced a wagon road from Vic- 
toria to Cowiehan impracticable. Mr. 
Booth (who is now standing at Cowiehan 
for eloetion) endorsed the statomont. Wo 
aro told that tho ox-chief sneorsattho liuo 
already adoptod. if in power to-morrow 
ho would no doubt abandon tho work and 
substitute tho "$100 reward." Wo boliovo 
that the Cowiehan pooplo are satifiod with 
tho oxc-rtions of tho Governmonfonbohalf 
of the road and iu other rospocts; but 
whoUior they aro satisfied or not, wo in- 
vito careful attontiou to tho proclamation 
given abovo. It is a truo copy of tho 
original and ought to bo road by every 
Cowiehan sotller, who will know what ho 
has to expect, should thoro boa change of 
Govornmont. 

OUR DEFENCES. 

Wo havo frequently drawn attention to 
the condition of tho dofeucos of this 
Province. Wo obsorvo by our telegrams 
that tho English pross havo takou tho 
matter up and aro discussing tho proba- 
bilities of a Russian forco capturing the 
dockyard and tho coal minos on Van- 
couver Island. It is inexplicable, this 
luck of attention to our defences, and can 
only ho accounted for on tho hypothesis 
that tho British Government do not an- 
ticipate an early outbreak of hostilities. 
But is it not strango that ovory British 
fioot is being strengthened savo that in tho 
Pacific? British commerce in tho Pacific 
has attained to groat importance, but a 
swift privateer or two, with no cruiser to 
interrupt its operations, would work in- 
calculable injury.

Mr. Wiguor, a public analyst of 
London, 1ms reported that tho scarlot 
fover, now prevalent there, is caused 
by impure water introduced into milk 
by tho dairymen. This water is takon 
from wells iu a horrible condition, and 
is roported to bo fourteon times as foul 
as the ordinary London sowage. The 
vondors of tho milk will bo prosoouted. 

Following right on tho heels of tho 
announcement of tho death in a 
stoople-chase of Mr. St. Jamos.ayoung 
Irish noblemau, comes that of tho 
doath of William Archer, brother of 
tho'1 fumousjligbt-weight jockoy who 
last year earned more money than tho 
Lord Chancellor of England. Archer's 
horso foil and rolled upon hint. 

In tho year 1877, for tho first timo 
in tho last six yoars, tho marriages in 
Englaud fell below 200,000 in number. 
Tho number of marriages in Scotland 
in 1S77 — namely, 25,700 — is the lowest 
registered iu any yoar siuco 187^.

My views as to Railway coustructipn 
aro entirely in accord with your own — 
to havo the Carnarvon Treaty faithfully, 
honostly aud sppedily curried out. 
■ The construction of tho dry dock has 
bcou, is, aud will bo an exceedingly diffi- 
cult undertaking, aud I much four the fi- 
nancial condition of the Provinco will 
preclude tho realization of our most earn- 
est hopes in that direction. Whilst I am 
not prepared to rolenso Canada frnm her 
just obligations to tho Provinco in con- 
nection with tho dry dook, it is to Eng- 
land, and to England alono that wo havo 
to look for tho actual completion of this 
work. It will bo to hor of greater im- 
portance than to tho pooplo of this coun 
try, although of advantage of both. 

A resolution should bo passed by tho 
House at its first sittiug to procludo the 
possibility of tho omployraont of China- 
men upon work for which Provincial 
money has to be paid, and existing Acts 
should bo so amended as to oxoludo tho 
employment of Ohinanion on all muni- 
cipal work. 

Tho Free School system has my oarnost 
and hearty support and any measure that 
will conduce to its still greater usofulnoss 
will find in mo a warm friend. 

A proposition for tho redistribution of 
seats in tho Assembly is ono that will 
have to bo considered by tho now House. 
At this moment wo havo to face tho anom- 
aly of Kootenay District with two mem- 
bers to thirty-tliroo voters, while Victoria 
City with ono thousand voters returns but 
four mombers, and Nanaimo with somo 
500 returns but ono mombor. Thoro aro 
othor districts where anomalies, if uot so 
glaring, exist; and Cassiar— a productive 
community of twelve hundrod porsons, is 
left without any representation at all. To 
reform these abusos I shall givo my oarn- 
ost attention if returned, and shall deoni 
it my duty to support a bill for the amond- 
mont of the existing Constitution so as to 
afford eciuitablo representation without 
increasing tho cost of legislation,

Gentlemen: When you did mo tho hon- 
or to elect me to tho Legislative Assembly 
tho Provinco was deplorably embarussed; 
not only had tho legitimate revenue boon 
recklessly sqandorod on unproductive 
works, but on ministerial pilgrimagos, on 
cspousivo journeys to Cariboo and Europo 
and on cummi3sious aud premiums paid 
to friends for small sorvicos, whioh sor- 
vices Ministers wcro well paid for per- 
forming. 

Every dollar that could bo borrowed, 
from whatsoever source, had boon appro- 
priated in furtherance of a polioy which 
was simply to sow monoy broadcast to 
catch votes and retain office, 

Tho public dobt had increased to some- 
thiug over nine hundred thousand dollars 
by nearly doubling expenditure ovor in- 
como aud paying eight aud ton per cent, 
interest, whilo tbe credit of tho Provinco 
had been strttiuod to its utmost tension. 

Tho rovouuo was pledged to tho Do- 
minion for a amall advance, and banking 
facilities wore completely exhausted. We 
had none of tho siuewa of war loft— neith- 
er tho monoy, tho men nor tho material to 
fight Mackenzie with, but wore cringing 
aud crouching tomastordom for tho small- 
est favor granted in our doaperato neces- 
sity. 

I folt it my duty to vote against a gov- 
ernment which had led us into such a 
dilomma aud in which I had lost all con- 
fidence. I havo since givon my support 
to a govornmont whioh has had groat dif- 
ficulties to contend with although none of 
thorn aro of its own creation. 

Tho Elliott Ministry may not havo dono 
all aud everything tUat you or I might 
dosiro; but I will not embarass or desert 
them until I find sulliciout reason for do- 
ing so. 

They wero defeated upon a moaBuro 
which tboy need nover bo ashamed of — 
as a resident physician to tho Lunatic 
Asylum is au absolute necessity whatovor 
may bo tho opinions to the man host qual- 
ified for tho posiaon. 

Tho improved condition of tho country 
is gonorally admittod and contrasts favor- 
ably with tho stato it was in throo yoars 
ago. 

Tho taxes whioh tho nocossitica of tho 
timoB requirod for tho liquidation of our 
indebtedness havo attracted English cap- 
ital at tho rato of six per ocut. per annum, 
aud our bouds which wero bold lust year 
at 90 aro now worth 110, aud tho credit of 
British Columbia stauds highor iu Lon- 
don than that of Quebec, tho oldest prov- 
inco of tho Dominion of Cauada. 

Tho rato of interest which was at eight 
aud ton per cont. is now roduccd to tovon 
and six, 

The non-fulfilment of tho terms of con- 
federation by tho Dominion Govornmont 
and the long delay in couiuioueing railway 
work on the Pacific coast is what wo have 
reason to doploro. It was a great loss to 
tho Island when tho proposals of Mr. 
Edgar wore not entertained. If negotia- 
tions — which terminated so abruptly— had 
beeu conducted by tho government of that 
day in a different spirit rails now rusting 
on tho wharves at Esquimalt would havo 
boon laid on tho road to Nanaimo and tho 
spirit of tho Carnarvon Terms complied 
with. 

The construction of tho graving dock 
which was required from ua by tho Do- 
minion Govornmont under stipulated con- 
ditions, has been unnecpssarily delayod 
under /also hopes, delusive expectations 
and a series of blunders. 

Tho purchase of cement aud machinory 
boforo either wero requirod ranks among 
tho many expensive vttgarios of an erratic 
minister on a jaunt to London. 

Wo have already paid a great price for 
engineering skill and must coutinuo to do 
so under existing engagements outorod 
into by a former Govornmont with only 
an unfinished cofferdam to Bhow for au 
expenditure of over §200,000. 

It is now ovor threo yoars sinco wo woro 
promised by Mr. Walkom that 500 men 
would bo at work on tho Drydock, and 
every man, woman aud child omployed 
about Esquimalt, aud yot wo find up to 
this day oxcavation has not yot beeu bo- 
gun nor tho cofferdam contract carriod 
out. 

If tholmporial Govornmont should not 
tako tho work off our hands within a rea- 
sonable timo, I shall insist upon tho Dock 
boing completed by tho Provinco accord- 
ing to tho Terms of Confederation, fool- 
ing convincod that ovory dollar spent in 
labor on tho works at Esquimalt will 
spread nud fructify iu tho most remotodis- 
trictsoftho Province; and whenever la- 
bor aud capital aro united on productive 
works prosperity will attond. 

If tho money which has boon spout on 
useless roads and bridges constructed by 
Chinese labor on tho Mainlaud had boon 
judiciously laid out in tho construction 
of a Dock tho work could havo been oom- 
pleted by this time without Cinnamon's 
aid, and in all probability sold to tho Im- 
perial Govornmont at a profit. 

As . I am a well known advocato of a 
sound and practical education for ovory 
boy and ovory girl in ovory district, I 
will not doprivo thorn of tho highest 
branches of education as soon as tho 
country can afford to pay Profossors of 
Law, Physio and Divinity. 

With rogard to the re-distribution of 
seats, I am in favor of equalizing repre- 
Bontatiou, but uot in favor of forcing a 
member ou any district contrary to tho 
will of tho pooplo most interosted. As I 
will ondoavor to make suitable arrange- 
ments for a meeting of tho electors at 
Esquimalt nt an early dato, I hopo then 
and thoro to bo ablo to givo a good ac- 
count of my stewardship, aud if I am 
doomed worthy of a renewal of your con- 
donce my time and best exortions shall 
bo devoted to promote your interests and 
tho general welfare of tho Provinco.

The Pacific Railway. 

In the Senate, April 21, Mr. Popa re- 
sumed tho debate of Mr. Read's motion. 

Cornwall contended that tho route of 
theCanadian Pacific Railway lay through 
a oonntry better fitted for settlement than 
any part of tho Union Pacific Railway 
between Omaha and tho Roeky Moun- 
tains. There was no oxcupg for delay in 
commencing work in British Columbia, 
beoauso tho best route, tho valley of tho 
Thompson and Frasor rivers, had beon 
survayed and pronouncod practicable so 
long ago as 1871. 

Mr. Macdonald (Victoria) believod tho 
Govornmont had no intention of ever 
building the road, and donouncod tho ex- 
penditure of money in the name of Pacific 
Railway on any part of tho road except 
the main lino. 



Powder Accident at Chilliwhaok. 



Our oorrospondont writing 2nd statos: 
A rather serious misfortune occurred 
hero on tho 30th nit. whereby Elizabeth 
Groyo'.l, a girl hi years of age, daughter 
of EmanuolGroyoll,E6q.,and two children 
belonging to Mr. H. Kipp wore seriously 
burned with gunpowder. Mr. Groyoll's 
family were all from homo except the 
daughter when tho accident occurred, and 
it seeniB that she was amusing hersolf and 
tho two ohildren by allowing grains of 
tho powder to drop on an ember in front 
of the stove, out of the fl»Bk and boo it 
flaro; tho couseqnonco was that tho flare 
communicated with tho contents of tho 
flask whichexploded, resulting in seriously 
burning the girl and ono of tho little ones 
about the faco. Tho other child recoived 
quito a scorching and had somo of Uio 
Bkin peelod off its chin and forehead; but 
is not in any dangor. Woro it not for Mrs. 
Kipp'n prosence of mind in smothoriug 
tho flro whioh was communicated to 
thoir clothos from tho oxplosion, a fatal 
accident would have to be recorded. The 
shock was felt some distanco from tho 
houso, The books upon tho sholves and 
othorutonsils wore thrown from thoir posi- 
tion and tlio clock stopped running. If 
tho sight of tho victims is not injured it is 
hoped they will como round all right. Tho 
eyes of tho two are so much swollen that 
it ounnot bo ascertained whother thoso 
organs are injured muoh or not. The girl 
feels aouto pain in the visionary organs, 
and it is foarod that a splinter from tho 
llask lodgod therein. Tho families have 
tho sympathios of tho outiro neighbour- 
hood. It is to bo hoped that they will 
recover without having any sorious re- 
marks to put thorn in mind of their indis- 
cretion. 

The Heathem CniNEE and Tuiuit New 
Josa.— Mr. W. Tiorney writes to contra- 
dict an assertion mado by Mr. Joss Beav- 
en at tho late Theatre mooting to tho ofl'oct 
that ho (Mr. Tiorney) was ouo of tho first 
contractors to omploy Chinoao labor. Our 
correspondent shows that in consequence 
of his rofusal to omploy Chiueso ho was 
unablo to obtain any road contract from 
Mr. Boavon in 1S74; that ha asked Mr. 
Boavon to iuoort a clause in tho specifica- 
tions forbidding the omploymout of that 
class of labor, and that ho rofnsed; and, 
finally, that it was not until 1875 that ho, 
in company with Mr. Hick, secured a 
contract on thnt road, whou, in solf-do- 
fenco, thoy did employ some Chinamen. 
Sinco 1875 Mr. Tiorney has employed no 
Chinamen, not even as cooks on his con- 
tracts. This seems to saddlo Mr. Beavon 
with the responsibility of encouraging, 
if not introducing, Chinoso labor on pub- 
lic workB. 



Death of W. S. O'Bbikn, - Tho great 
firm of Flood & O'Brion has been dissolv- 
ed. The junior partner of tho firm expired 
at San Rafael, California, on tho 2d inst. 
Doceased had recently erected a haudsomo 
mausoloum in tho Catholic Calvary ceme- 
tery, whoro his romaius will bo deposited. 
It is known that Mr. O'Brien recently 
made a will; but its conditions are yet un- 
known, though it is reported that his 
partners are mado executors and that the 
bulk of tho proporty is devised to rela- 
tives. It is also rumored that tho chari- 
ties of the city are handsomely remem- 
bered, 

Chinese Cannot Vote. — It has boon 
decided by tho Unitod States Circuit 
Court, Bitting at San Franoisco, that a 
Mongolian (a native of China or Japan) 
is not a white person within the meaning 
of tho Unitod Statos naturalization laws," 
and is therefore not entitled to bocomo a 
citizon of this country. It is cloar from 
the Jangnago of the statute that but two 
classes of aliens can bo naturalised, Yiz., 
aliens who aro froo whito persons, and 
aliens or persons of African nativity or 
descent. Tho Chinaman does not fall 
within oither class, as he is noithor of the 
African nor a Caucasian raco.

Ho 
was woll known here and hud for somo 
timo previous to his death boou In tho 
Govornmont employ. 

The Latu Mr. F. Kennedy, whoso 
death is allndod to elsewhere, was horn 
in this city in 1834. He was educated in 
the Rod River country and was soon uftor 
engaged by tho Puget Sound Company. 
Somo four years sinco ho entered the 
Hudson Bay Company's sorvice and was 
first stationud at Bella Bella aud subse- 
quently at Bella Coola, whoro death from 
inflammation of tho lungs overlook him. 
A brother-in-law of tho deceased was 
killed by Indians at Bella Coola somo ten 
years ago.

Sun's Disc. — Mr. Homfray snys the first 
contact took place at 7 o'clock yesterday 
morning. At a quarter to eleven tho 
planet was near tho centre of the sun, and 
at 2:30 o'clock it |had. passed ontiroly 
across tho sun's faco in its downward path 
from east to wohL Tho timo in transit 
was about 7% hours. Tho planet, which 
appeared ns a round bluck spot, waB dis- 
tinctly seen through ouo of his low power 
transit telescopes by many observers and 
was really an interesting sight; its orbit 
lying so near the sun he is rarely soen 
being enveloped in tho suu'h rays. Tho 
noxt transit of Mercury will occur in 
1881. The transits of Mercury nnd Venns 
enablo astronomers to ascertain tho dis- 
tance botwoon the snn and tho earth.

with a number of men worked for somo- 
timo on tho West Saanich road. To his 
credit Mr. Sampson did excellent work 
aud gave great satisfaction to the people 
of tho district and Mr. Humphreys also 
intended to have the East road finished by 
day work undor the same overseer; but in 
consequence of a number of local con- 
tractors objecting to his proposition ho 
abandoned tho idsa, much to the regret of 
tho settlers. That the contract systom had 
been a failure in many instances both in 
this district aud other districts in conse- 
quenc of the manner in whioh the work is 
alighted, thoro can bo no doubt. As an 
instonco of the way that road work is 
slighted by contractors I shall moutiou 
tho following: In lS74Mr. Mollmoyl (the 
present Opposition candidate) was award- 
ed a two mile contract by tho Walkem 
Government in North Saanich for grading 
and gravelling. The first mile and a half 
were vory well done; but whon it camo to 
the last portion of the road, in plaoo of 
using gravel, tho contractor went to tho 
beach aud obtained broken clam shells 
and finished the road with it. Mr. Nichol- 
son, the suporiutoudont, I hoar, objectod 
to this, but Air. Beaven vetoed Mr. Nichol- 
son's objections nnd passed tho road, 
simply, I suppose, because the contractor 
was a conscientious supporter. As a 
matter of course Mr. Mollmoyl was not 
blame so long as the Chief Commis- 
sioner was satisfied it was all well and 
good. I might add that the portion of 
the road alluded to waB utterly impass- 
able last winter and must bo repaired be- 
foro furmers can do business with tho 
grist mill. It would bo an easy mattor to 
furnish y «n with numorous other instances 
where road work has beon slighted and 
pasted allright; but it oould do no possible 
good to bring up tho names of tho contract- 
ors who havo ouchered tho public and 
farmers iu particular. 

Suilieo it to hay that tho general opinion 
of all obsorviug men is that the contract 
Bystom of road making as carried out in 
this province is to a great oxtont a failure, 
aud that tho work is not so durable as 
when dono by day work undor competent 
overseors. The olectors of Victoria dis- 
trict would, no doubt, be pleased to hear 
Mr. Humphreys explain why he has so 
materially changed his mind since 1870, 
when ho opposed tho contract system, and 
why in 1878 he favors it.

EUROPE. 

St. Petersburg, May 5. — Tho 
"Agence Russo" says a much better- 
impression prevails respecting -tho 
prospects of negotiations. It is rumor- 
ed that the approaching arrival of 
Count Schouvaloff here on a visit is 
connected with the friendly exchango 
of views resulting from "pourparlers'' 
between London and St. Petersburg. 
The Turks have evacuated Artion on 
tho Pashalik of Trobizonde. This is 
considered the commencement of the 
execution of tho treaty of San Stefano. 

New Yoru, May 5. — The "Tribune" 
publishes this: The British naval force 
in the Pacific is exceedingly weak. 
While the "Pall Mall Gazetto" ques- 
tions whether Russia, by breaking 
through the declaration of Paris, can 
do Euglinh commerce much harm out 
of the Pucitic, it concedes that unfor- 
tunately the Government seem oven 
yot scarcely alive to thn exigencies of 
tho occasion. The Triumph, though 
an iron-clad, is a poor substitute for 
tho Shah, nnd no other vossels are be- 
ing sent to the Pacific stations, it is 
claimed thai, apart altogether from the 
value of Vancouver Island, its harbors 
aud coal, the British squadron in the 
Pacific are far too weak for the in- 
terests they have to protect and any 
heavy loss there, though it could not 
of course have much effect ou th« 
main issue of war, would be singularly 
damaging to British prestige in these 
seas. 

The "Herald's" Baltimore dispatch 
says: I am informed some ten other 
Russian naval oflicors are to come to 
this country and that, with the assis- 
tance of two American gentlemen, they 
aro to designate about fifty fast ships, 
to be purchased and fitted out for 
privateers in the event of war with 
England. The crows will bo drafted 
partly from tho men brought over by 
the Cimbria and will be completed by 
men enlisted in this country. One of 
the officers has a list of steamers for 
sale, in which the name of tho Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company occurs.

Elected in 187-4, at a critical period of 
our history as a pooplo, I havo over dona 
my best, in and out of Parliament, to for- 
ward the interests of tho Provinco gener- 
ally, and in particular to promote what- 
ever tended to bunelit tho District repre- 
sented by mo. In tbo District I havo 
owned land for a quurtor of a contury; 
have lived on it with my family for nine- 
teen years; and havo succooded in flstab- 
lishing a homo amongst you. What 
further proof can bo required, folio w- 
farmers, that my political and general 
interests aro thoroughly identified with 
your own? 

Publicly, at Cedar Hill and South Saail- 
ich, (boo Colonist, April 25th and 27th) 
I havo spokou on tho political issues of 
tho day. I shall avail myself of ovory 
opportunity of so spoaking at public 
meetings, and of so writing in tho columns 
of The Colonist. 

If re-olooted I pledge myself early in 
the next Bossiou to move for an earnest 
and improssivo appeal to tho Dominican 
and Imperiul Governments, urging such 
action at London as may result in proper 
restriction of Ohiucso immigration into 
this Province Tlio Mongolian affliction, 
as now felt by workiugmen and farmors 
in and around Victoria, would bo unen- 
durablo in an English town. Our follow- 
countrymon in tho Dominion and Great 
IJritain must bo asked, in considering this 
very difficult question, to supposo thom- 
solves in our places. Such a presentation 
of tho matter may indaco moro spoody 
action, and a serious, porsistont grappling 
with it, until a satisfactory solution is 
arrived at. Co operation in dealing with 
tho Chinoso quoslion betwoon tho United 
Kingdom and tho United States is greatly 
to be deuired. 

As wo should not now seek to bor- 
row afresh, and as prcsont taxation is 
sufficiently burdensome, it must be im- 
perative on tho Governmont to mako the 
annual rovouuo fully covor tho oxpondi 
turo. 

I am in favor of threo Ministers (having 
portfolios) insteud of four, believing that 
a Govornmont's surest guarantee for pro- 
longed touuro of powor must bo tho con- 
fidence in its integrity and ability onter- 
tainod by a largo majority of tho people 
insido and outsido tho liouuo of Assom- 
bly. This conlideuco is, in my firm belief, 
deservod and enjoyed by tho Ministry 
now in office. 

I shall support any and ovory measure 
of retronchmont compatiblo with a duo 
porfprmanco of tho public sorvioo, and 
abovo all with rotontiou of our fair ro- 
puto as a law onforoing and law abiding 
pooplo. 

It would bo a sourco of great satisfac- 
tion to rriany bosides mvsolf to witness 
suoh administration of ltosponsiblo Gov- 
ornmout in our midst as, while giving 
goneral satisfaction at homo, would win 
for our country credit and rospoct abroad 
wherovor tho English tonguo is spoken 
and our political ongoings ut all noticed. 
This mobt desirable consummation cannot 
be reached without incroaso of represen- 
tation and redistribution of seats, ob I 
will havo pleasuro in explaining to you 
at public meetings if allowed a patient 
hpufing. I am utterly opposed to Mr. 
Walkom's view as oxpressod in tho Houso 
(7th and 8th of last March, see Colonist 
and Standard of thoso dates) that about 
12 members and a modified form of Crown 
Colony Govornment would bo best for us. 
This would indeed bo retrogression ! 1 
Eollow electors, I am not incliuod to 
'•'give up tho ship" yet, and sure I am 
that you aro not. Mr. jinrnphroys' talk at 
North Saanich about "25 hungry rats bo- 
ing bottor than 33 hungry rats" pays a 
poor oomplimont to tho intelligouco and 
honosty of tho pooplo of this Provinco. 
Society could not hold together anywhero 
did not tho well-intontionod, honest, sen- 
sible pooplo vastly oxcoed in numbor and 
powor tho ruffians, rogues, knaves, fools 
and "designing demagogues." This is as 
truo of savago us of civilized society, as 
forty yoars ago I had ample opportunity 
of observing. In overy Indian village of 
this coast thon \.ho ovil-disposed woro 
greatly in tho minority. 

On tho Railway I may say that I am in 
favor of the Carnarvon Terms, and shall 
have much to say when I get amongst you 
again on this subject. 

With tho uufortunato horitage of the 
Dry Dock boquoathed by 'tho Walkem 
parly to tho Government that succoodod 
thorn, tho'Elliott Ministry hare, as I think, 
aetod with great discrotion. In i,he 
Houso, if I remombor aright, tho Opposi- 
tion did not "feel like'' opposing tho 
courso submitted for disenssion by tho 
Governmont. 

You may rely on mo in tho futuro, as in 
tho past, as an earnest supporter of tho 
Public School system as it is, and of its 
improvomont, as far as our financial con- 
dition may pormit. Tho ealumnios as to 
my alleged opposition to tho Viotoria 
High School, so industriously circulated 
throughout tho district, aro false as falso 
can bo. Mr. E. Smith, ex-M.P.P. for 
Yalo, bad warning from mo on tlio day ho 
gavo notico of hi.s proposed School Bill 
that everything noxious in it would have 
my vigilant opposition, and so it hud 
until the end. 

Goutlomen, if in tho foregoing I havo 
omitted allusion to mattors of public imr 
portance it bus bean from no desire to 
shirk them. I hope for many opportuni- 
ties yet of communicating with you 'ore 
tho 22d instant. 

During tho fouryoars I havo servod you 
in tho Legislature I have novor yot been 
absent a day, nor have I onoo shirked a 
vote on any quostion. 

In the Houso I havo ever supported 
good measures whoncesoevor originating. 

My increased knowledge and experi- 
ence sinco 1874 encourage mo the moro to 
spliplt your suffrages on this occasion.

Gentlemen; — I again como beforo you 
as a candidate for your suffrages, not this 
timo for Municipal honors, but for a soat 
in tbo Local Lo^islnturo. My past ser- 
vices as a member nf tho City Council for 
two years and my election to tho honor- 
able ofltco of Mayor on threo successive 
occasions, load mo to believe that my con- 
duct in theso offices received your approv- 
al, and emboldens mo to ask for your suf- 
frages to place me in a now petition, in 
which I think I can bo of still further ser- 
vico to tho City of Victoria and the Pro- 
vinco at largo. 

Many important quostions will come 
beforo tho next llouse for consideration, 
among which, I hope, somo logislativo 
action will be taken to protect our own 
pooplo agaiust boing overwhelmed by the 
Chineso element. This, I hopo, can bo 
dono by imposing a tax and making tho 
captain of oaoh ship responsible. This 
tax ought to bo, in my judgmont, some- 
thing like our colonial neighbors of 
Queensland, Australia. 

It is necessary, in my estimation, to 
press the Dominion Governmont to carry 
out the terms of Confederation, viz: — 
Spoody construction of tlio traus-conti- 
nontal Railway and Dry Dook at Esqui- 
mau; tho importance of which Lave evi- 
dently boon ignored by tho late Govern- 
ment. 

Eotrenchmont in tho expenditure of 
public monoy shall receive my earnest 
support, and I will contond against any 
expenditure of the general rovenuo over 
and abovo that authorized by voto of tho 
Houso — as roductiou of taxation is my 
aim, moro particularly with respect to tho 
dual system of taxation inaugurated by tho 
Elliott Government iu Municipalities. 

I will support a moasuro to restoro to 
tho oily rights unlawfully taken from it 
by tho prosent Govornmont— namoly, tlio 
retention of the whole of tho municipal 
rovenuo and tho full control of tho City 
Polioe, whoso sorvicos aro paid for solely 
by tho ratopayors. 

I am in favor of Redistribution of Seats 
without increasing tho numbor of repre- 
sentatives. 

A thorough ro-organization of tho Civil 
Service is nocossary. 

In tho construction of public works I 
shall contend that the contract system 
shall bo strictly adhered to. 

Any measuro for tho reduction of tho 
present outragoous feos exactod in our 
Law Courts shall roceivo my strongest 
support. 

All measures to advancotho interosfa of 
tho oity will bo my uppermost thought, 
but not to tho detriment of the adjoining 
Distriats or tho Province at largo. 

Should I havo favorably impressed you 
with my views on tho general topics of 
tho day, and you return mo as ono of 
your ropresentativos, I will not onby use 
rr y efforts to carry them out, but will 
consult you on any important measuro 
that may come up which might vitally 
affect your intorosts.
